ADVERTISEMENT TO TtiE PUBLIC. 

THE Chief objects of the Society are io promote the Arts, Manufactures and 
Commerce of this Kingdom, by giving honorary or pecuniary Rewards, as 
seems to them best adapted to the case, for all such useful Inventions, Discoveries, 
and Improvements, (though not mentioned in this book) as tend to that purpose; 
and, in pursuance of this plan, the Society have already expended above Eishty 
Thousand Pounds, advanced by voluntary subscriptions of their members, and 
legacies bequeathed. 

The Register of the Premiums and Bounties they have given, which may be 
seen at the Society's house in the Adrlphi will shew the very great advantages 
which the Public have derived from this Institution. 

The meetings of the Society are held every Wednesday, at seven o'clock in the 
evening, from the J^rst Wednesday in November to ^t second Wednesday in June. 
The several Committees meet on other evenings in the week during the session, 
as particularly mentioned in their printed book of Rules and Orders. 

In order still farther to promote the laudable Views of the Socikty, it may be 
necessary to explain the mode by which members are elected. 

Each member has the privilege, at the meeting of the Society, or by letter to 
the Secretary, to propose any person who is desirous to become a member, pro- 
vided the proposal contains the name, with the full addition, and plsCce of abode, 
of the proposed member, and is signed by three members of the Society. 

Peers of the Realm or Lords of Parliament are, on their being proposed, im- 
mediately balloted for; the names of other persons proposed to become Mem- 
bers are to be delivered to the Secretary, read at the next meeting of the Society, 
and then inserted in lists whichare hungup in the Society's room; they are bal- 
lottcd for at the second following ordinary meeting. In both cases, if two thirds 
of the members then voting ballot in their favour, they are deemed perpettml 
niembers upon payment of not less than Twenty Guineas in one sum, or subscrib- 
ing members upon payment of any sura not less than Two Guineas annually 

All members are entitled to vote and assist in all the business of the Society 
and the several Committees. The members have also the privilege of recommend- 
ing two persons as auditors at the meetings of the Society ; and, by addressing a 
note to the housekeeper, of introducing their friends to exa'mine the various 
Models, Machines, and Productions, in diffeient branches of Arts, Manufactures, 
and Commerce, for which rewards have been bestowed ; also to inspect the mag- 
nificent series of moral and historical Paintings, executed by the late J. Barry, 
Esq. which, with some valuable Busts, Statues, &c. decorate the Great Room. 

IVfembcrs have the use of the Society's Library, which is valuable and annually 
increasing, from donations of scientific and useful books and engravings. The 
Society are highly sensible of the great importance of such acquisitions, and 
are happy to record them, with the names of the donors, in the Volume annually 
published of the Soci et y's Transactions, to which the members are intitled. 

lyadies are eligible as members of the Society, to all the Privileges thereof, 
and are alone entitled to vote by proxy at elections, through the medium of any 
gentleman who is a member, on his producing a written authority for the same. 

The time appointed for admission io the Paintings or Models, is from 
ten io luo o'clock, Sundays and Wednesdays excepted.

PREMIUMS /iV AGRICULTURE. 

THE candidatet for planting all kinds qf trees 
are to menlioft the nature l^f the toil, to produce cer. 
tificates that the respective plantations are property 
fenced and secured, and particnlarly to state the 
condition of the plants at the time of signing such 
certificates. Any information \hich the candidates 
for the foUoving premiums may choote to communi- 
cate, relative to the methods made use ttf in forming 
the plantations, or promoting the grovth of the several 
trees, or any other observations that may hare uc- 
aurrcd on the suhject, uill be thanltfuUy received. 

It is the irttention of the Society that such lands 
only as ate not calculated for the purposes qf hus- 
bandry, should be iniptoyedfor the purposes specified 
in these advertisements relative to plantations. 

-lirticle 1. Acorns, 

FOR having set between the first of Oc- 
tober, 1813, and the first of April, 1814, 
the greatest quantity of land, not less than 
ten acres,withacorns,wilh or without seeds, 
cuttlings, or plants ofother trees, at the op- 
tion of the candidate ; and for eflrctually 
fencing and preserving the same, in order 
to rai^e limber ; tlie gold medal. 

S. For the second greatest quantity of 
land, not less than five acres, set agreeably 
to the above conditions ; the silver mednl. 

Cer<«/Sca<es of setting agreeably to the 
above condilinns, and that there are not 
fewer than threehundred youngoaks on each 
acre, to he delivered to the Society on or 
before the last Tuesday in December, 1815. 

3. Raisino Oaks. To the person who 
shall have raised, since the year 1811, the 
greatest number of oaks, not fewer than five 
thousand, either from young planlsoracorns 
in order tosecurea succession ofoak timber 
in this kingdom i the gold medal. 

4. For the next greatestnumber, not fewer 
than three thousand ; the silver meil.il. 

Certi/iitttn that there were on the land 
at least the number of joung oak trees re- 
quired, in a thriving condition, two years 
after the planting, with an aicount of the 
methods pursued in making and managing 
the plantation, to be pioduced to the So- 
ciety on or before the first Tuesday in Ja- 
nuary, 1816. 

5. Ascertaining THE bestMethodof 
RAISING Oaks. To the person whoshallas- 
certain in the best manner by actual expe- 
riments, the comparative merits of the dif- 
ferent modes of raising oaks for timber, ei- 
ther from acorns set on land properly dug 
or tilled, from nciirns set by the spade or 
dibble, without digging, or tillage, either on 
a smooth surface, or among bushes, fern, or 
other cover ; or from young pliinis previous- 
ly raised in nurseries, and transplanted ; re- 
gard being had to the expence, growth, and 
other respective advantages of the several 
methods ; the gold medal. 



The accounts and proper certificates, that 
not less than one acre has been cultivated in 
each mode, to be produced to the Society 
on or before the last Tuesday in Nov. 1813. 

6. Chesnuts. For having sown or set 
between the first of October, 1813, and the 
first of April, 1814, the greatest quimtity of 
land, not les- than six acres, with Spanish 
chesnuts, with or without seeds, cuttings or 
plants of other trees, .idapted to such soil, 
ut the option of the candidate ; and for ef- 
fectually fencing and preserving the same, 
in order to raise timber; the gold medal. 

T. For the second greatest quantity, not 
less than four acres ; the silver medal. 

Certificates of sowing or setting, agreeably 
to the above conditions, and that there are 
not fewer than three hundred chesnut plants 
in a thriving state, on each acre, to be de- 
livered to the Society on or before the first 
Tuesday in January, 1816. 

8. Elm. For having planted the greatest 
number of the English elm, not less tlian 
eight thousand, between the twenty-fourth 
of June, 1813, and the twenty-fourth of 
June, 1814, and for having eS°ectu.illy fenc- 
ed and preserved thesame, in order to raise 
limber ; the gold medal. 

9. For the second greatest number not 
less than five thousand ; the silver medal. 

Certificates of having planted agreeably 
to the above conditions,that the plants were 
in a healthy and thrivingstale, two years at 
least after making the plantation, and spe- 
cifying the distance of the plants, to be de- 
livered to the Society on or before the first 
Tuesday in April, 1816. 

10. Larch. For having planted out, be- 
tween the twenty-fourth of June, 1812, 
and the twenty-fourth of June, 1813, the 
greatest number of larch trees, not fewer 
than five thousand, and for having efiectu- 
ally fenced and preserved the 8ame,in order 
to raise timber ; thegold medal. 

1 1 . For the next greatest number, not 
fewer than three thousand; the silver medal. 

Certificates of the number of plants, that 
they were in a healthy and tfi riving state 
two years at least after they were planted 
out, w ith a general account of the methods 
used in making the plantation, to be de- 
livered to the Soi;ietyon or before the last 
Tuesd.-iy in December, 1815. 

N, li. The larch trees may be planted 
either mixed with other trees, or by them- 
selves, as may best suit the convenience of 
the planter, 

12. Ash. For having sown or set, in the 
year 1812, the greatest quantity of laiid,not 
less than six Jicrcs, with ash for timber, 
with or without seeds, cuttings, or plants, 
of such other tries as are adapted to the 
soil; the gold medal. 
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^3. For the next greatest quantity, not 
less than four acres; the silver rnedal. 

Certificates of the sowing or setting, 
agreeablv to ihe above ronditions, that 
there are not fewer than six hundred ash 
plants i>ii each acre, in a thriving andhealthy 
condition, two years at least after the sow- 
i/ig or setting, with a general account of the 
methods used in making the plantation ; to 
be delivered to the Society on or before the 
last Tuesday in Decimber, 1815. 

14- FoHEST Treks. To the person who 
shall have enclosed and planted, or set, the 
greatest number of acres (not less than ten) 
of land, that is incapable of being ploughed 
such as ihc borders of rivers, the sides of 
precipices, and any land that has too itiany 
rocks, or that is not calculated to repay the 
expense of tillage, owing to the surface be- 
ing too hilly, inountainnns,orotlierwiseunfit 
for tillage, with the best sorts of forest trees, 
namely, oak, Spanish-chesnul!:, ash, elm, 
beech, alder, willow, larch, spruce, and sil- 
ver fir,wilh or wilhout screens of Scotch fir 
adaptedto (he soil, and intended for timber 
trees, between the firslof October, I8l2,and 
the first of April, 1813 ; the gold medal. 

1.5. For the second greatest quantity of 
land; not less than seven acres ; the silver 
medal. 

A particular account of the methods used 
in making and managingihe planlations.the 
nature of the soil, the probable number of 
each sort of plants, together wilh prop-r 
certificates that they were in a heallhy and 
thriving stale two years at least after mak- 
ing the plantation?, to be delivered to the 
Society on or before the second Tuesday in 
January, 1816. 

N. B. Wilh the above forest trees, the 
seeds, cuttings,or plants,of such other trees 
as are adapted to Ihe soil,and proper for un- 
derwood, may or may not be intermixed. 

16. Norway Fib Seedlings. To the 
personwhb shall have planted in the united 
kingdom,during the year 18l4,thc greatest 
number, not less than two thousand, of red 
wood and white wood, Norway fir seed- 
ling, at sufficient distances from each other 
to stand for timber trees j the gold medal. 

Certificates of the number of plants, that 
they were in a thriving state two years at 
least, after they were planted out, with a 
general accountnf Ihe method used in mak- 
ing the plantation, to be delivered (o the 
Society, ou or before the first Tuesday in 
December, 1816. 

N, B. It is recommended to plant the 
seedlings of about three or four years growth 
and in a moderately good soil, somewhat 
sheltered ; the wood from the district of 
Christiana is esteemed the best for carpen- 
ters'and joiners'use: andfor spars and upers 
Ihe trees near to Long Sound are most va- 
lued. 

17. WalnutTrees. For having planted 
Ihe greatest number of walnut trees,not less 
thanfive hnndrcd,between the S4thof June, 
1813, and Ihd 24ih of Jane, 1814, and for 
having efiectwtlly fenced and preserved' th^ 



same, in order to raise timber, the gold 
medal. 

18. For the next greatest number, not 
fewer than three hundred; the silver medal. 

Certificates of having planted agreeably 
to the above conditions, and that the plants 
were in a healthy and thriving stale, two 
years at least after making the plantations, 
and specifying the distance of the plants 
from each other, to be delivered to the So- 
ciety, on or before ihe first Tuesday in 
April, 1816. 

19. Securing Plantations of Timder 
Trees and Hedge Kows. To Ihe person 
wlio shall give to Ihe Society the most satis- 
factory account, founded on experience,of 
Ihe most effectual, and least expensive me- 
thodof securing young plantations of limber 
trees, and hedge row«, from harej and rab- 
bits, as well as sheep and large callle,which 
at the same lime shall be least subject to 
the depredations of wood-slealers ; Ihe sil- 
ver medal. 

The accounts and certificates of Ihe effi- 
cacy of Ihe method, lo be produced to Ihe 
Society on or before Ihe last Tuesday in 
December, 1815. 

20. Comparative Culture op Wheat, 

nROAD-CAST, DRILLED AND DIBBLED. For 

the best setof experiments, made on notless 
than twelve acres, fourof which to be sown 
broad-cast, four flrilled,andfour dibbled,the 
two latter in equidistant rows,in order fully 
lo ascertain which is Ihe most advantageous 
mode of cultivating wheat ; the gold medal. 
Il is required that every operation and 
expense of each mode of culture be fully 
described;and thai |)ropcr certificates of the 
nature and condition of the land on which 
Ihe experiments were made, together wilh 
an account of the produce of the corn, the 
weight i)er bushel, and also of the straw, " 
he produced lo the Society on or before 
the first Tuesday in February, 1816. 

21. B^ANs. To Ihe person who, in the 
year 1815, shall discover and cultivate, ei- 
ther by (he drill or dibbling method, on not 
less than five acres, a species of horse-beans 
or tick beans,ihat will ripen their seeds be- 
fore the 21st of August ; Ihe silver medal- 
It is required that a particular account of 

Ihe bean, the cultivation, and Ihe expence 
attending it, wilh proper certificates of the 
nature and condition of Ihe land on which 
the experiments were made, together with 
an account of the produce, Ihe weight per 
Winchester bushel, and a sample of not less 
than a peck, be produced lo the Society on 
oi before the last Tuesday in December, 
1815. It is apprehended than if a bean 
should be brought into cultivation wilh the 
habits of the hotspur, or other early peas, 
that it would in a great measure escape the 
danger arising from the collier-insect, or 
other insects, and allow more lime for the 
farmers to till the land for the subsequent 
crop of wheat. The accountsand certificates 
to be delivered on or before (he last Tues- 
day in December, 1815. 
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82« PARSNIPS' To (he prison who in 
the ytai 1815, shall culiivale (he greatest 
quantity of Und, not Irss than fire acres, 
with parsnipi, for the particular purpose of 
ferdiD); cattle or sheep ; the gold medal. 

Ctrtificatn of the quantity of land so 
cultivated, with a particular account of the 
nature of the soil and weight of the pro- 
duce on sixteen perches, and also nf the 
condition of the cattle or sheep fed with 
the parsnips, and the advanlaj|;es resulting 
from (he practice, to he produced (o the 
Society on or before (he second Tnesdav 
in February, I81G. 

83. Bl'ck Wheat. To the person who 
shall cultivale the greatest quantity of land 
with buck wheat, not less tlian thirty acres; 
the gold medal. 

It is required that the time of sowing .ind 
reaping be noticed ; also a particular account 
of (he species, rultivation, and expense at- 
tending it, the manuei of reaping it, thrash- 
ing it, and housing (he grain ; with propi-r 
certificates of (he nature and condition of the 
land on which the experiments were made, 
and (he name of (he crop, if any, which the 
same land bore (he preceding year, together 
with an account of the produce, and a sam- 
ple of the seed, not less ihan a quart, be 
produced (o (he Socic(y on or before (he 
second Tuesday in January, 1816. 

84. For (he nex( gre8(es( quandty, not 
less thin fifteen acres, on similar condi- 
tions I (be silver medal. 

Information respecting its applicalion to 
the feeding of call te, hogs, and poullrg, and 
other of its uses, is also desired. It is known 
to be parlitularlj/ serviceable in furnishing 
honey to bees. 

85. Bkes, Wax, and Honey. To the 
person who shall erect, previous to the first 
day of September, 1815, an apiary contain, 
ing the greatest number of hives or boxes 
stocked with bees, not less tli.in one hun- 
dred t the silver medal, or twenty guineas. 

86. For the next greatest number, not 
fewer (han fifty stocks; ten guineas. 

Proper certificates of the iiumb.-r of 
stocks, and that (hey have been in (he pos- 
session of (he elaiman( during (he preceding 
summer, (o be produced (o (he Society on or 
before the first Tuesday in March, 1816. 

It is expected that the claimant will give 
such particular information on the subject, 
as may tend to benefit tlie public, and en- 
able other persons (o keep bees (o advan- 
tage ( also (hat improved me(hods be made 
use of in (heir management, and particu- 
larly that (he bees be not destroyed in order 
to obtain (heir honey and wax. 

S?. Raising Grass Seeus. To (he per- 
son who shall raise (he grc<t(es( quan(i(y of 
each of any of (he following named grass 
seeds, viz. — Meadow fox-tuil (alopecurus 
pra(ensis), sweet-scented vernal grass (an- 
thoxanthum odoratum),TimolhY grass (phlc- 
um pratense), meadow fescue grass (festuca) 
jiratensis), smoo(h-stalked meadow grass 
(poa pra(ensis), rough-s(alked meadow grass 
(poa trivalis) ; (he silver medal. 



It is reqnired that certificates from persons 
who have vie^red them in a proper state^ to 
identify that they are one or other of the 
seeds above-mentioned, indicating clearly 
the particular species, and noticing the 
quantity produced nf such seeds, free from 
weeds or mix) ure of other grasses, together 
with proper samples of the seeds, be pro- 
duced to the Society on or before the first 
day of February, 1816. 

S;S. Prfservino Turnip;. To the per- 
son who shall discover to the Society (lie 
bi'sl and rlieapcst method of preserving tur- 
nips perfectly sound, and in every respect 
fit for the purpose of supporting and fatten- 
ing sheep and neat cattle during the months 
of February, March, and April ; (he gold 
medal. 

I( is required (ha( a full and iiccura(e ac- 
count of (he me(hod employed, and (he 
expense attending the process, together with 
certificates that the produce of four acre* at 
(lie least have been preserved according to 
(he method described, and applied to the 
feeding of sheep and neat cattle ; that the 
whole were drawn out of the ground before 
the first day of February, in order to clear 
the greater part of it previous to its being 
prepared for corn, and to save the soil from 
being exhausted by the turnips ; and also of 
the wrigh( of an average sixteen perches of 
the crop; be produced (o (he 8ocie(y on o( 
before the List Tuesday in December, 1815. 
'i9. For (he nex( in qnanti(y and merit, 
on no( less than (woacrcs; (he silver medal. 

30. Presekving Cabbages. To (he per- 
son who shall discover (o (he socie(y (he 
b<'s( and cheapes( mediod of preserving 
drum-headed cabbages perfectly sound, and 
in every respec( fi( for (he purpose of su),- 
porting and fattening sheep and neat cattle 
during (he months of February, March, and 
April; lhi-goldmed.il. 

31. For the next in quan(i(y and meri(, 
on no( less than (wo acres ; (he silver 
medal. 

Condidons (he same as for preserving 
(urnips, Ar(. 38.— And the accounts to be 
produced on or before the last Tuesday in 
Decemlier, 1815. 

33. Preserving Carrots, Parsnips, 
OR Beets. To the person who shall dis- 
cover to the Society (he best and cheapest 
metliod of preserving carrots, parsnips, or 
beets, perfectly sound, and in every respect 
fit for the purpose of supporting horses, and 
fattening sheep and neat cattle, during the 
months of February, March, and April; 
the gold medal. 

Conditions the same as for preserving 
turnips. Art. 88. — And the accomfts to be 
delivered in on or before the last Tuesday 
in December, I8I5, 

33. For the next in quantity and merit, 
on not less than two acres ; the silver medal. 

34. Potatoes. To the person who shall, 
in the year 1815, cultivate the greatest quan- 
(i(y of land which has not been used for (ho 
cul(iva(ion of po(atoes for the space of 
twelve yean pa^t, not less than fifty acres. 
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wtth potatoes of such qualities as to be tit 
Ibt the use of the table in the months of 
April, May, and June, after their growth 
the preceding year; the gold medal, or 
thirty guineas. 

35. For tlie next greatest number, not 
less than twenty acres ; the silver medal, 
or fifteen guineas. 

Proper ccrlificateaalonf; with other ncces- 
siry partici^larj, to be delivered in to the 
Society on or Ijefore the first Tuesday in 
April, 1816. 

S6. These premiums are extended one 
year further, on similar conditions. 

37. Prbserving Potatoes. Tothep»r- 
son who shall discover to the Society the 
best and cheapest method of preservin>; po- 
tatoes, two or more years, perfectly sound, 
without vegetating, and in every other res- 
pect fit for the purpose of sets and tlie use 
of the table, and consequently of support- 
ing and fattening cattle; the gold medal, 
or thirty guineas. 

It it required (liat a full and accurate ac- 
count of the method employed, and the ex- 
pense attending the process, with certificates 
tliat one hundred bushels at the least have 
been preserved according to the method de- 
scribed, and that one or more bushels of the 
same potatoes have been set, and produced 
a crop without any apparent diminution of 
their vegetative power, and also that they 
have been used at table, with entire satisfac- 
tion to the person who ent of them, together 
with a sample of one bushel, be sent to the 
Society on or before the last Tuesc'ay iii 
December, 1815. 

^. For the next greatest quantity, not 
less than fifty bushelii ; the silver medal. 

S9, Making Meadow-Hat iw wkt 
Wf.ather. To the person who shall dis- 
cover to the Society the best and cheapest 
method, superior to nny hitherto practised, 
of making meadow-hay in wet weather; 
the gold medal. 

A full account of the method employed, 
and of the expense attending the process, 
with not less than fifty-six pounds of the hay; 
and certificates that at least the produce of 
six acres of land has been made according 
to the method described, and that the whole 
is of equal quality with the sample ; to be 
produced on or before the first Tuesdny in 
January, 1816. 

40. Harvlsiino Corn in wet Wea- 
ther. To the person wiio shall discover to 
the Society the best and cheapest method, 
superior to any hitherto practised, of har- 
vesting corn in wet weather ; the gold me- 
dal.

CONDITIONS, 

FOR THE POLITE ARTS. 

All articles in the class of polite arts, 
whether for claims or bounties, are to be 
producedto the Society on or before the first 
Tuesday in March, 1816, and none can be 
received after that day. 

No person who has gained the first pre- 
mium in any class shall be admitted a can- 
didate in a class of inferior age; and no 
candidate shall receive more than one pre- 
mium in one year. 

No person shall be admitted a candidate 
in any class, who has already obtained tiie 
first premium in that cla.4s. 

No more than one performance in any 
class shall be received from the same can- 
didate. 

All performances (to which premiums or 
bounties are adjudged) shall remain with 
the Society until after the first Wednesday 
in June, 1815, when they will be re-de- 
livered, unless mentioned in the premiums 
to the contrary. 

No performance shall be admitted, that 
has obtained a reward from any other soci- 
ety, or academy, or been offered for that 
purpose. 

It is required, that the subjects for which 
premiums are offered, be delivered in with- 
out the nataes, or any extcrn.il intimation 
to whom they belong ; that each particular 
subject be marked in what manner the 
elaimant thinks fit, such claimant sending 
with it a paper sealed up, having on the 
outside a corresponding mark, with the 
number of the class in which it is meant 
that the claim should be made, and on the 
inside the claimant's name, residence, and 
age, which paper is not to be opened, un- 
less the candidate be successful, or by a 
special vote of the Society. 

To encourage real merit, and prevent 
attempts to impose on the Society, by pro- 
ducing drawings made or retouched by any 
other person than the candidate, the Society 



require a specimen of the abilities of each 
successful candidate, to be made under the 
inspection of the committee of Polite Arts. 

All candidates in the Polite Arts are re- 
quired tosignify, on their drawings, whether 
the performances are originals or copies ; 
and if possible to send the originals from 
which copies are taken. 

All copies of drawings, &c. are to be oa 
a different scale from the original. 

The Society reserve to themselves the 
power of giving in all cases such part 
onlyofany premium as the performance shall 
be Judged lo deserve ; or witholding the 
whole, if there be no merit. 



PREMIUMS FOR E.VCOURAGING 
ANU IMPROVING MANUFAC- 
TURES. 

129. EMpr.OTMENT OP Feiiales. To the 
person who shall instruct and employ the 
greatest number of females, not fewer than 
twenty, in the making of men's clothes, 
particularly of woollen cloth, and not being 
for the use of the army or navy ; the gold 
medal, or fifty guineas. 

Certificates that the number of women 
above-mentioned, have been constantly so 
employed for at least three months, to be 
produced lo the Society, on or before the 
last Tuesday in March, 1816. 

130. For the next greatest number of 
women so employed, not fewer than ten ; 
the silver medal, or fifteen guineas, on 
similar conditions. 

131 . Clotu from Hop-Stalks, Nettles, 
&c. To the person who shall produce to 
the Society the greatest quantity, not less 
than thirty yards of cloth, at least 87 inches 
wide, made in Great Britain or Ireland, of 
hop-stalks or bines, nettles, or other raw 
vegetable substances, the produce of Great 
Britain or Ireland, superior to any hitherto 
manufactured from such substances, and 
which can be generally afforded as cheap 
as cloth of equal quality and appearance 
now made from hemp, flax, or cotton, and 
much finer in quality than any hitherto 
manufactured in England from hop-stalks, 
&c. ; the gold medal, or thirty guineas. 

One pound of the thread of which the 
cloth is made, and thirty yards of the cloth, 
together with proper certificates that the 
whole is manufactured from hop-stalks, or 
bines, &c. to be produced lo the Society 
on or l)efore the last Tuesday in December, 
1815. 

N. B. The Society is already in the pos- 
session of cloth made in England from 
hop-stalks or bines, and nettles, which may 
be inspected by application to the House- 
keeper. 

138. Sheep's Wool. To the persons who 
shall prove to the Society, that he has sold 
the largest quantity of Merino wool, or such 
wool as will answer the same purposes, 
being the produce of his own flock, in the

134. Hog's Bristles. To the person 
who shall prepare the greatest quantity of 
bristles, from swine bred in the united 
kingdom, equal in quality to those imported 
from Russia or Prussia, and at as cheap a 
rate; the silver medal, or fifteen guineaii. 

Certificates, that not less than one hundred 
weight have been so prepared, and a sam- 
ple of not lesss than fourteen pounds of such 
bristles, to be produced to the Society on or 
before the last Tuesday in February, 1816. 
13.5. Wicks for Candlf.s or Lamps. 
To the person who shall discover to the So- 
ciety, a method of manufacturing hop-stalks 
or bines, nettles, or any other cheap mate- 
rial, the growth of Great Britain, so as to 
render them equjilly fit for the purpose of 
supplying the place of cotton; for wicks of 
candles or lamps ; the silver medal, or 
twenty guineas.

136. Experiments to ascertain the 
PROPKR Thickness op Wicks for Can- 
dles, To the ppisonwhoshall make known 
to the Society the most satisfactory result 
of a series of experiments actually made by 
him to determine the best thickness of cot- 
ton wicks for candles, so as to obviate the 
defects of those commonly used ; the silver 
medal, or ten guineas. 

Certificates that not less than one hundred 
weight have been .-o made, and six pounds 
of the candles, to be produced to the So- 
ciety, on or before the last Tuesday in 
February, 1816.

lubstaiices, and which can be geneially af- 



forded, as cheap as paper of equal quality 
and appearance now made from rags; the 
silver medal or Twenty guineas. 

N.B. The object of (he Society being to 
add to the number and quantity of raw ma- 
terials used in (his manufacture, it is their 
wish to include every useful sort of paper, 
and to introduce such natural products as 
can be easily and cheaply procured in great 
qiuintities. The Society are in possession of 
two volumes containing a great variety of 
specimens of paper made from raw vegeta- 
ble sub'tances, viz. nettles, potatoe-haulm, 
poplar, hop-bines, &c. which volumes may 
be inspected by any person on application 
to (he House-keeper. 

Certificates of the making such paper, and 
one ream of the paper, to be produced on 
or before the second Tuesday in Januar}-, 
1816. 

138 Transparent Paper. To the per- 
son who shall discover to the Society a me- 
thod of making paper from (he pulp, that 
shall be perfectly transparent, and of a sub- 
stance and body equal to foolscap that shall 
take and bear common writing-ink, with 
the same facility and correctness as writing 
paper generally in use ; the silver medal, 
or twenty guineas.

To (he person who slinll make known to 
(he Society, a process equal (o that of the 
French, or .i superior one ; for preparing, 
dying, and finishing the skins, verified by 
actual experiments, and the communication 
accompanied with at least a dozen pair of 
gloves made from skins so prepared in an 
equal or superior manner ; the gold medal, 
or forty guineas. 

Certificates from competent persons fully 
approving of the result of such experiments, 
together with the gloves and communication 
to be produced to the Society on or before 
the last Tuesday in March, 1816. 

142. Improved Cat-Gut EfiOAL TO Ro- 
man OR Italian. To the person who (hall 
discover to the Society the best method of 
manufacturing, in the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, the intestines of

the best Roman and Italian strings, and at 
a.price not exceeding what they are usually

Certificates that not less than fifty pounds 
weight have been so prepared by the claim- 
ant, with a full detail of the jirocess, and 
samples of the articles of various tbicl< nesses, 
to be produced to the Society, on or before 
the first Tuesday in February, 1816. 

142. For the next greatest quantity, not 
less than twenty-five pounds ; the silver 
medal, or twenty guineas, on similar con- 
ditions. 



PREMIUMS IN MECHANICS. 

143. Gunpowder Mills. To the person 
who in the year 1815, shall invent and bring 
to perfection the most eflectual method nf 
so conducting the norksof gunpowder mills 
in the business nf making gunpowder, as to 
prevent explosion ; the gold medal, or one 
hundred guineas. 

Certificates and accounts of the method 
having been put in practice in one or more 
gunpowder mills in this kingdom, and that 
it promises, in the opinion of the best judges 
concerned in siTch works, to answer the pur- 
pose intended, to be produced to the Society 
on or before the first Tuesday in Feb. IS 16. 

N.B. As an encouragement to persons to 
turn their thoughts to improvements of this 
nature, if any should be made on the pre- 
sent method of conducting the business of 
gunpowder making, which fall short of the 
total prevention of c^tplosion, and they are 
sent to the Society for the sake of humanity, 
the papers so sent in will receive due con- 
sideration ; and such bounty or reward will 
be bestowed as they may appear to merit. 

144. Transit Imstrumf.nt. To the per- 
son who shall invent and produce to the 
Society a cheap and portable transit instru- 
ment which may easily be converted into 
a zenith sector, capable of being accurate- 
ly and expeditiously adjusted for the pur- 
pose of finding the latitudes and longitudes 
of places, and superior to any portable tran- 
sit instrument now in use ; the gold medal, 
or forty guineas.

To the person who shall in- 
vent a machine for raising coals, ore, &c. 
from mines, superior toany hitherto known 
or in use ; and which shall produce the 
effect at a less ezpence than those already 
known or in use ; the gold medal or fifty 
guineas.

The 
candidates are, in all cases, expected to furnish a particular account of the subject of their 
claims^ and where certificates are required to be produced in claim of premiums, they 
should be expretsed, as nearly as possible, in the words of the respective advertisement 
and be signed by disinterested persons wholiave a positive knowledge of the facts stated.
